Around Kraguyevatz, Where 
Serbians Have Munitions 


Paris.—The retaking of Veles, Ser- 
bia, by Bulgarian troops has been of- 
ficially confirmed, according to a 
Havas dispatch from Athens filed Oc- 
tober 31. 


Berlin.—The storming of “Height 
No. 192” in the Champagne district 
and the capture of about 1200 yards 
of French trenches in the Artois re- 
gion were announced officially Octo- 
ber 31. More than 1400 prisoners were 
taken and four machine guns captured. 
The capture of Milanovac, more 
than forty miles south of the Save 
river in Serbia and an advance by the 
army of General von Gallowitz on both 
sides of the Morava valley were offi- 
cially announced October 31. South of 
Srebrenica the Serbians were thrown 
from their positions. Six hundred or 
more Serbians have been captured. 


London.—The Serbian fortress of 
Pirot, described as the key to Nish, is 
in the hands of the Bulgarians, while 
the Austro-Germans advancing from 
the north are endeavoring to form a 
ring around Kraguyevatz, where the 
Serbian arsenal is situated. Thus, be- 
sides endangering both the Serbian 
-war capital and the town where the 
Serbian munitions are manufactured, 


KING GEORGE HURT 
WHEN HORSE FALLS 


British Ruler“Sustains Serious 
Bruises From Accident During 
Review in France 


London.—An accident to the King 
happened October 29. The King was 
thrown from his horse and severely 


bruised. 


The following official announcement 
was made: 

“While the King the morning of 
Thursday, October 28, was inspecting 
his army in the field, his horse, ex- 
cited by the cheers of the troops, 
reared up and fell. The King was 
bruised severely and will be confined 
to bed for the present.” 

A Reuter dispatch from British 
headquarters, describing the accident 
to the King, says he had just com- 
pleted an inspection of one corps and 
was on his way to inspect another 
when cheers from the troops, who 
threw their caps in the air, caused his 
horse to rear, The King managed to 
gain control of the horse, which, how- 
ever, reared again and fell over back- 
ward, throwing the King to the 
ground. 

He was immediately assisted to a 
motor-car and while going away was 
able to return the salutes of the 
troops as he sat in the corner of the 
car. 

The Prince of Wales arrived at 
Buckingham Palace October 29 on 
leave from France, where he was in 
close attendance on his father during 
the King’s inspection of his troops at 
the front. It is believed the Prince 
has returned for the purpose of re- 
assuring Queen Mary as to the King’s 
condition. His presence here is taken 
as confirmation of the statement that 
the accident was not serious. 


Announcement was made on Octo- 
ber 25 that King George was in 
France, having gone to visit the 
British army. On Tuesday the King, 
‘with the Prince of Wales, President 
Poincare and the then French War 
Minister, Alexander Millerand,  re- 
viewed the British troops. . He then 
called on General Joffre and wit- 
nessed a review of French Colonial

FIRE DESTROYES 


ST. JON SCHOOL 


Fleeing Pupils Trodden Under 


Foot in Panic; Bodies of 
27 Are Recovered 


Peabody (Mass.).—Fire 
three-story brick building occupied by 


swept the 


St. Johm parochial school October 28, 
burning or driving to death in the panic 
that followed twenty-seven of the 600 
boys and girls who had assembled a few 
minutes before their daily lessons, 

The fire swept through the three 
stories of the brick and wooden build- 
ing in less than five minutes. 

Six bodies were recovered October 28 
from the ruins, bringing the total known 
dead up to 27. 
morgue oniy two had been identified. 
Other bodies were believed to be in the 
ruins, and it was thought that 25 had 
been killed or fatally injured. 

Many were injured in their flight 
down the stairways, and a few jumped 
from tho windows of the third floor. 
The students, who ranged from 7 to 
ll, were in charge of sixteen sisters. 
The sisters escaped, 

Deeds of heroism were not wanting. 
Maurice Harris, 10 years old, carried 
his one-legged chum, Thomas O’Shea, 
8 years old, on his back down the smoke- 
choked stairways to safety. 

Catherine M. O’Connell, 13 years old, 
was among the first to escape, but when 
she got outside and found that her two 
little brothers were missing, she broke 
away from the crowd and ran back into 
the building. The brothers were after- 
wards reported safe, but no trace of 
Catherine could be found after the fire 
had burned itself out. 

When the alarm was given the sisters 
narshaled their charges as for a fire 
drill and started them from the build- 
ing. The processions were orderly until 
those from the third floor joined others 
pouring from the classrooms on the 
second floor. 

Suddenly there was a cry of fear from 
one in the throng. It was taken up by 
a hundred others, and a panic ensued. 

The sisters made frantic efforts to 
stop the struggling mass, but to no 
purpose. The smaller children fell 
under the feet of those behind them, 
and soon the vestibule was so jammed 
with living and dead that the firemen 
could not force an entrance, 

The fire, it is supposed, started in the 
basement. According to some, it was 
caused by the explosion of a steam 
boiler by which the building was heated, 
but there is doubt as to the exact 
origin. 

A large percentage of the pupils were 
children of foreign parentage. Many 
were of Irish and Italian descent. 

The firemen fought the fire from lad- 
ders raised to the windows while the 
police cleared the vestibule. 

The bodies of the dead generally were 
burned beyond recognition.

“Agua Prieta will be mine,’’ he as- 
serted, ‘‘Americans or no Ameri- 
cans.’’ Villa was almost in sight of 
the Mexican town at the time. Point- 
ing his finger toward it, he added: 
“There is food and rest for our men. 
We may have to fight the whole 
American army if necessary, but no 
matter, it will be ours.” 

‘‘When?”’ he was asked. 

“IT know,” was the reply. 

Suddenly Villa asked again if it 
were true that the United States 
government had permitted General 
Carranza to transport reinforcements 
over American territory, then, con- 
tinuing, he said: : 

“This is the way the United States 
repays me for the treatment and pro- 
tection I have given foreigners in 
Mexico. Hereafter I don’t give a 
damn what happens to foreigners in 
Mexico—or in my territory. 

“IT am through with the United 
States. I can fight my battles. Let 
them fight theirs. 

“I can whip Carranza and his en- 
tire army, but it is asking a great 
deal to whip the United States also, 
but I suppose I can do that, too.” 

Villa asserted that his entire plan 
of campaign had been mapped out. 
At that time the General was with a 
small bodyguard, three miles east of 
Nigger Head, a black butte just be- 
low the border, and almost within 
range of the three-inch guns of the 
Agua Prieta garrison. Photographs 
were taken of some in his party, but 
Villa himself declined to pose. 

“No more of my pictures for the 
United States,”” he explained, smil- 
ingly.

New York.—Chairmen of both the 
Democratic and Republican National 


Committees October 29 issued calls 
for meetings in Washington to select 
cities fort the coming conventions. 
The Democrats will meet on Decem- 
ber 7th and the Republicans Decem- 
ber 14th. 

In addition to issuing his call, 
Chairman Charles D. Hilles of the 
Republican National Committee set 
forth the probable line of campaign 
to be followed by his party.

Charges that Democracy has failed 
to keep its promise of an economical 
administration and has failed to keep 
1s 1912 platform pledges, including 
the declaration in favor of a single 
term for the President. 

Attacks on the Administration’s 
Government ship bill and other Ad- 
ministration measures. . 

Hilles declared that there was no 
lack of interest in the Presidential 
race. Active organization, he said, 
is in the field for Senators Burton, 
Weeks, Cummins, Borah, Switth and 
Sherman. Others who have strong’ 
followings, he said, are Justice 
Hughes, Elihu Root, Philander C, 
Knox, Charles Warren Fairbanks and 


Governor Brumbaugh’ of Pennsylva- | 


nia. He also added that he had posi- 
tive assurance that former President 
William Howard Taft will not con- 
sider another nomination for the 
Presidency. 

In addition te selecting a conven- 
tion city, the Republicans will ar- 
range for the appointment of various 
sub-committees and make other ar- 
rangements for the campaign.

Head of the Internal Revenue

San Francisco.—Having spent three 
days in the grape-growing districts 
near Lodi and Fresno, where he and 
the party with him saw thousands of 
tons of wine grapes unpicked and 
drying up on the vines because of 
the excessive tax levied on sweet 
wines and brandy under the emer- 
gency war tax, W. H. Osborn of 
Washington, D. C., head of the In- 
ternal Revenue Service, has returned 
to this city. 

“I must say I was surprised at 
the magnitude of the grape and wine 
industry in this section of the State,” 
said Commissioner Osborn. “I shall 
make & report of my investigation to 
the Secretary of the Treasury.” 

Commissioner Osborn declined to 
state whether his recommendations 
would suggest relief for the grape 
growers. This, he said, would be a 
matter for Congress to decide. 

J. J. Scott, Collector of Internal 
Revenue for Northern California, said 
that the preduction of sweet wines 
and brandy would fall off 30 per cent 
this year because of the war tax of 8 
cents a gallon on wine and 55 cents 
a gallon on brandy, the latter hav- 
ing been increased from 3 cents.

Rome.—The special correspondent 
of the “Messagero” at Saloniki warns 
its readers. that all hope of Greece 
lining up on the side of the allies 
must now be considered, at an end.

Seattle.—The extensive dock termin- 
als on the water front between Broad 
and Clay streets of the Blue Funnel

Although both fireboats ,and prac- 
tically all the downtown apparatus 
worked on the blaze, the terminal, 
consisting of pier 14, recently length- 
ened and enlarged at a cost of $150,- 
000; a two-story warehouse and ship- 
ping tracks, were destroyed. 

No vessels of the line were moored 
at the pier at the time, the steamer 
Ixion, which brought a $4,000,000 
cargo from the Orient, having dis- 
charged her local shipments and gone 
to Vancouver to load steel, chemicals 
and munitions. 

The two previous attempts at in- 
cendiarism were made, however, while 
the vessel was at the dock. 

The mysterious manner in which 
the first two fires were started was 
manifested by the fact that neither of 
the two night watchmen heard a 
sound until the flames burst forth. 

Both fires were started in piled rat- 
tan, highly inflammable stuff, stacked 
on top of rolls of white paper, which 
occupied a floor space of fifty square 
feet.
